THE BARBER BOYS. 
A LYNCHING PARTY AFTER THEM. 

Sumner, Ia., VIA WAVERLY, June 7—1 a. 
m.—A party of men from West Union are on 
their way to Waverly to hang the Barber 
brothers tonight. OPERATOR. 

THE FULL PARTICULARS. 
| Wavercy, Ia, June 6—Following is a 
full acéount of the doings of the Barber 
brothers to date: 

Last September an attempt was made by 
Deputy-Sheriff Marion Shepard, of Fayette 
County, to arrest Isaac and William Barber, 
of the same county, for horse-stealing. That 
officer was deliperately shot dead by Isaac 
Barber, and the brothers made their escape. 
Sheriff Farr immediately offered $1,000 re- 
ward for the opprehension of the murderers, 
but nothing more was heard of them of a re- 
liable nature until their late appearance. A 
detective was killed in a school-house last 
fall, and by many this crime is also attributed 
to the Barbers.@gAt the time of the shooting 
of Shepard their mother resided on a farm in 
Fayette County, and the appearance of the 
outlaws at the old homestead last Saturday 
night is attributed to their probable igno- 
rance of the fact that she had sold ber place 
and moved to Kansas. The occupants recog- 
nized the Barbers, and the latter immediately 
fled to the timbers. The alarm was given, 
and Sheriff Farr, with a posse ef seventy-five 
men, started in pursuit. Late Sunday after- 
noon Deputy-Sheriff Jarvis, of this county, 
at Sumner, was informed that the outlaws 
were lurking about a school-house a short 
distance from Sumner, in the edge of Wil- 
son’s Grove. 

* JARVIS’ FIGHT. 

Selecting four or five trusty companions, 
Deputy-Sheriff Jarvis started for the segool- 
house. Not finding the desperadoes in the 
school-house, Jatvis and his men scattered 
and entered the grove. Jarvis and Almon 
Tibbetts kept together, and goon they heard 
the Barbers coming towardsthem. Conceal- 
ing themseives, they waltec until the latter 
came within a few feet of them, 
when Jarvis arose and hailed 
them. The reply was an immediate 
discharge of their pistols at the officer, one 
shot entering his left breast and lodging in 
his left shoulder. He gallantly retired after 
receiving his wound, and the outlaws took 
to their heels. \ Mr. Miller, at some distance, 
fired some shots at them with the Winches- 
ter, but without effect. It is supposed they 
were disturbed while washing in the creek 
by the approach of some other member of 
his party, for they left their coats, boots, and 
hats, with a bag of ammunition, all of which 
tell into the hands of the officers. Jarvis 
was carried back to Sumner, his ugly wound 
dressed, and, as far as messengers could 
carry it, the story spread. 

That night Wison’s Grove was guarded by 
a large force of armed men. Monday morn- 
ing Sheriff Fam, of Fayette County, and 
Sheriff Adair, with the whole country at 
their backs, armed with such firearms as 
were to be obtained, surrounded and thor- 
oughly searched the grove, but the birds had 
flown. After searching the grove in vain, 
the forces divided, some going up the Wap- 
sie, some down, others east, ana still ethers 
west. None of the pursuing parties capt- 
ured the outiaws, Sunday night they moved 
towards Tripoli. Before daylight they took 
refuge in the barn of Mr. Jay Cook, nearly 
two miles east of Tripoli, and remained there 
all day Monday. They state that while get- 
ting hay for his stock Mr. Cook very nearly 
uncovered them. 

AT MR. TEGTMEIR’S HOUSE, 

Monday night they again took the road in 
a westerly directiop, stopping at Samuel 
Hallet's some time in the night and asking 
for bread. Mr. Hallett struck a light, he says, 
and the outlaws scampered off, reaching and 
concealing themselves in the barn of. Aug. 
Tegtmeir, about eleven miles east of this 
city, on Crane Creek, before the following 
morning. They remained concealed in the 
hay until after dark Tuesday, when they 
came out to the road in front of 
the house and met Henry Tegtmeir, 
son of the owner of the premises. They 
asked for something to eat, and he, suspect- 
ing who they were, promised them supper. 
He took them to the barn, where his father 
was doing chores, asked them to wait outside 
until he fed the horses, told his father pri- 
vately his suspicions, and then took his law- 
less guests to the house and entertained them 
while his mother prepared and set their sup- 
per before them. The father and younger 
children immediately started to rouse 
the neighbors. Just as the famished men 
had appeased their appetites and were ask- 
ing for an extra loaf of bread, five stalwart 
Germans burst into the room and the fight 
began. Ever ready with the weapons for 
any emergency, the Barbers began a regular 
fusillade from four revolvers, firing in all 
sixteen shots. In the rush Henry Tegtmeier 
caught Isaac Barber by the throat, his father 
and Henry Kersting assisting, and threw 
him to the floor, the desperado firing all the 
time, but he was soon overpowered. Wil- 
lam Barber meantime kept up a constant fir- 
in, and, being hard pressed, passed 
out of the door and came 
around ‘to the window of the room 
where his brother was still struggling. He 
fired several shots through the window, one 
of them striking Henry Kersting in the back 
and giving him his death wound. At this 
juncture Henry Pape came up behind, closed 
with Barber, and a struggle ensued in which 
Pupe received a bullet wound that plowed 
clear across his breast. near the surface. 
With great grit he kept his hold, however, 
and threw Barber to the ground, himself go- 
ing down in the struggle. Aid coming to 
him, Barber was disarmed and bound with 
ropes brought by the brave Mrs. Tegtmeier 
from the barn. | : 

THE DEAD AND WOUNDED. 
After the smoke of battle had cleared up 


somewhat, it was found that Henry Kersting

Soon after the fight Sheriff Farr, Messrs. 
Carstensen, Connor, and Bomrighaas, our 
Board of Supervisors, and others from Trip- 
oli arrived at the scene of action, and the 
Fayette County Sheriff took the prisonérs in 
charge until the arrival of Sheriff Adair and 
his posse from this city. 

The excitement ran very high about this 
time, and perhaps were it not for the cool- 
ness of a few present the outlaws would 
have met the fate they deserved right there 
and then. As it was a rope was procured 
to hang them, and the Sheriff and his party 
had to lash their steeds into a gallop to get 
away. 

LODGED IN JAIL. 

The Barbers were lodged in our jail this 
forenoon. ‘The writer saw them in the after- 
noon. They are hard-looking characters. 
Their faces are somewhat bruised by the 
vigorous treatment administered to them by 
our German citizens, but otherwise they are 
unhurt. They claim that since the shooting 
of Shepard they have been until recently 
in tne vicinity of Clay Centre, Kas., engaged 
in farm werk, It is feared that they may be 
mobbed tonight, and Sheriff Adair will make 
arrangements to protect them.

IMPORTANT OFFICIAL PAPERS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 6.—The Depart-

1875. The correspondence thus furnished is 
said to incitude all letters and papers on file 
in the Department of Justice which have 
any material connection with the case, and it 
covers the period extending from Dec. 19, 
1877, to June 6, 1883, 
* RAYNER TO DEVENS, 

The first letter of the series is one from K. 
Rayner; Solicitor of the Treasury, to Attor- 
ney-General Devens, and is as follows: 

WASHINGTON, D. U., Dec. 19, I8TT—To the Hon. 

Devens, A General— nm Sin: 


The letters which immediately follow, and 
which are not of especial importance, may 
be summarized as follows: 

On the 20th of December, 1877, Attorney- 
General Devens wrote H. H. Wells, United 
States Attorney, informing him of the re- 
ceipt of the foregoing letter from the So- 
licitor of the Treasury, together with the 
application of Ottman, and requesting Wells 
to use his own judgment with regard to the 
proposed dismissal of the indictmgnts. 

On the 14th of January, 1878, Wells made 
to the Attorney-General a brief report upon 
the state of the litigation that time, and sug- 
gested that immediate and decisive action be 
taken in the suit against Ottman in Alex- 
andria, Va., where part of the stolen money 
had been found lying as a deposit to Ott- 
man’s credit in bank. 

So far as it appears from this correspond- 
ence nothing further was done until Jan. 21, 
1882, when Ottman wrote to Attorney-Gen- 


eral Brewster setting f nis alk

This statement showed, first, that 
upon the criminal indictment Ottman had 
been twice tried—the last time in 1877— 
and that on each occasion the jury 
had disagreed; second, that in the civil suit 
brought in the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia no issue had ever been 
made up that touched the merits of the case; 
and third, that the proceedings at Alex- 
andria to settle the titie to the money seized 
there were still undetermined. In conclu- 
sion Corkhill said: “Having been counsel 
for the defendant in criminal cases, I cap-

OBITUARY. 
DE MORTUIS NIL NISI MALUM. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 6.—|Special.] — 
One of the maddest individuals in Spring- 
field tonignt is the windbag from Lake Coun- 
ty. He made his second ficht today for a 
$24,000 grab at the State Treasury for a lot 
of his books on township orgtinization, and 
came within one vote of jamming it through 
the House. Having had the benefit of one 
reconsideration, his second failure is fatal. 
Notwithstanding the bald and shameless 
character of the steal, he found willing 
supporters on both sides. The low-license 
Democrats and the Democrats generally 
voted for it almost to a man. 
and made no secret of it that 
their reason for so voting was the fact 
that the grabber had stood by McN ally and 
low license. Seven Democrats had the man- 
Uuness and decency to come out squarely 
against it. These, to their credit be it said, 
were Crandall, Day, Gregg, Kimbrough, 
Linegar, Newton, and Thompson, of Cass. 
But the wily grabber had his allies and dupes 
on the Republican side as well. The farm- 
ers were labored with and persuaded that 
their constituents demanded the book. In 
some cases this was probably true. Streams 
never rise higher than their sources, and a 
good many members are always content 
to follow instead of leading public opinion, 
and are in the habit of considering them- 
selves statesmen for doing so.

The example of Senator Van Wyck in 
writing to Secretary Teller protesting against 
any recognition of the claims of the New 
Orleans Pacific to the land-grant of the ex- 


burg is follewed by a similar communica- 
tion to the same official from Representatives 
Cobb, Dunn, and Rosecrans making formal 
objection not only to any recognition of the 
claims of the New Orleans Pacific, but also 
those of the Southern Pacific to the land- 
grant of the Texas Pacific. The members of 
Congress call the attention of the Secretary 
of the Interior to the fact that the attempt to 
procure the passage of an act by Congress 


grant to the Southern Pacific was twice de- 


by a purely administrative act what the Leg- 
islature refused after golemn deliberation to 
sanction. 

It is difficult to see how Secretary Teller 

can disregard thesé repeated and formal 
protests from members of Congress, the 
body which has the decision of all these mat- 
ters. it is true that their action is to a cer- 
tain extent private. The do not appear be- 
fore him as an authorized committee, but 
they are the representatives of the people. 
Their interference is obviously in the public 
interest. It is the preliminary to action by 
Congress, before which the matter will cer- 
tainly be brought. as soon as it reassembles. 
Successive Secretaries of the lnterior have 
lamented that Congress did not intervene in 
order to assert the rights of the public in 
these grants and release them trom the disa- 
greeable necessity of administering the law 
as they find it in favor of the corporations. 
Now ah opportunity is presented of seeing 
how far these protestations are sincere. 

The capabilities of official delay are ample 
to enable Secretary Teller to at least defer 
action on these grants until Congress meets. 
The Texas Pacific grant has been hung up 
for eleven years without a stroke of work 
earh it by those who have as- 
sumed the right to give it away to another 
corporation. It can easily wait for six 
months more. The Texas Pacific corpora- 
tion has not been in any hurry, as it has 
never laid a rail to secure the grant. Least 
of any one need the beople's Secretary of 
the Interfor be ina hitry now to anticipate 
the decision of Congress, and give away 
14,000,000 of acres to a corporation like the 
Southern Pacific, to be marketed at two or 
three times the Government prices for public 
lands and to be held pending sale in a huge 
block, enriching its owners by the rise of 
value but shirking its fair share of local tax- 
ation. The Southern Pacitiq syndicate n o.. 
holds millions of acres of lands in California 
on which they refuse to pay acentof State, 
or county, or town tax. 

In a recent conversation with the reporter 
of aNew York paper Leland Stanford before 
sailing for Europe deglared that the South- 
ern Pacific Company were entitled to the 
grantof the Texas Pacific, and very plainly 
intimated that they meant to have it. To 
those who know the Inside history of the re- 
lations of the Southern Pacific to this grant 
tifls claim of theirs is the most impudent 
they have ever made, and a more forcible 
comparison it would not be easy to find.

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HE EL TED RAILROAD SCHEME. 
The latest attempt in the Oownheil to se- 
cure a franchise for elevated railroad spééu- 
lators, granting aright ot way along many 
of the principal thoroughfares of Chicago, 
is manifestly intended to anticipate the law 
of the Legislatare, which will go into effect 
July 1, requiring the consent of a majority of 
the property-owners in every mile of any 
proposed route, It thé Council shall pro- 
ceed in this matter in defiance of public 
sentiment and the law which has been 
practically passed it will be the most bare- 
faced confession of fraud ever made by a 
corrupt body. But even in such case it is 
not at all likely that the scheme would ever 
make any practical headway. Even in the 
absence of the new law it is the opinion of 
the best lawyers that a consent of the ma- 
jority of property-owners is required to 
authorize the oceupation of a street for 
railroad purposes of any kind, and a thou- 
sand - injunctions would be served, if 
necessary, to prevent the first step 
in the process of eonstruction. It is 
certain, too, that no franchise grarted by 
the Common Council can defeat the constitu- 
tional provision which guarantees to every 
propertyholder full compensation for dam- 
ages Incident to the construction of a rail- 
road. This consideration alone suffices to 
illustrate the wildness of the scheme. For 
instanee, one of the streets which the de- 
sired franchise includes is Vearborn; it takes 
only a moment's thought to eonvince any lu- 
telligent persén that the damage to the busi- 
ness property on that street between Wash- 
ington and Quincy streets alone would ex- 
ceed the entire value of any elevated rail 
road which might be built in Chicago. If 
the construction company which is pushing 
the project has an idea that it can go ahead 
and earn its construction profits and leave the 
people upon whom it may unload to fight 
the damages it must labor under the de- 
lusion that the American people have 
learned nothing from previous experiepces 
with Crédit Mobiller concerns, but are as 
ready now as ever to fall into any trap of 
kind which may be set for them. The cof- 
struction company will not be able to sell one 
dollar of stoek in an elevated railroad in this 
city until the consent of the property-owners 
be secured, the extent of damages fully as- 
certained, and the fact reasonably demon- 
strated that an elevated railroad will pay in 
a city where it is not needed. It will be a 
long time before the projectors can satisfy 
capitalists upon any one of these points.

THE BOSTON PETER FUNK. 

The dispatehes for several days past have 
made reference to the arrest of James II. 
Langley upon the charge of obtaining money 
by false pretenses —an offense very common 
nowadays, though few reach such eminence 
in the practice or operate upon so large a 
scale as Langley. The details his modus 
operandi show that he was a master of the 
business. His style and method, indeed, are 
not unworthy of his great prototype, Mon- 
tague Tigeg. 

Langley placed himself and his schemes 
before the public under the form and name 
of the United States Construction and In- 
vestment Company, which is a high-sound- 
ing and majestic title, like that of Tige’s 
company. The company has a legal exist- 
ence under the New Tork laws, but its 
headquarters are or were in Boston, where 
five elegant apartments were taken and fur- 
nished in a sumptuous manner, furniture 
and appointments being obtained from Bos- 
ton dealers upon the instailment plan. An 
elegantly printed prospectus was sent out 
setting forth the alleged character and proj- 
ects of the company, and containimg a long 
list of names of persons comprising 
the official board, not one of whom is known 
as a person of any financial or business 
standing. The certificates pf stoek were 
equally elegant in appearance and glistened 
with gold printing, broad seals, and pink rib- 
bons. The purposes of the company were 
varied. They promised in their pamphlet to 
‘assist inventors with capital, to act as 
agents fer new inventions in railway service, 
to secure patents and make models and 
drawings, to introduce patents, to give 
opinions concerning them, to prepare pvians 
and specifications for railway construction 
and engineering, to buy and sell railway se- 
curities, to make collections and receive 
trusts, and to act as trustees, transfer agents, 

or bankers in large financial transactions. 
The Boston Advertiser says of its opera- 
tions: 


The company appears to have been organized 
in New Kork in August last, and the arrested 
Langiey's connection with it as an officer avow- 
edly began Oct. 2. that being the date of his 
somewhat grandiloquent letter of acceptance, 
which is printed in the pamphiet. Under date 
April 9, 1883,a company circular was issued 
aunouncing that it had abandoned the mecnan- 
ica! and railroad business so glowingly described 
in the pam plc., and had gone into the Texas 
land business, baving, as stated, 10,000,000 acré 
commanding railroad facilities.

TILDEN OUT OF THE RACE. 

The recent boom for “the old ticket” in- 
augurated by the interview with Mr. Hen- 
dricks published by a country newspaper in 
Indiana has found considerablg response 
from Democratie journals in various parts 
of the country. Their eagerness to seize 
upon a resurrection of the Sage of Gramercy 
Park merely indicates the poverty of Demo- 
cratic resources, and itis too bad that Mr.

It isnot worth while to come from Ken- 
tucky to New York to say thie, and it is 80 cer- 
tain a truth that it seems almost absurd to utter 
it. Mr. Tilden's friends in the West and South 
are shaping themselves for an entirely different 
set of circumstances from those that would 
arise from bis candidacy. 


Thisis probably a correct statement of the 
situation, and Mr. Hendricks’ suggestion of 
“the old ticket” was made either to bring 
himself momentarily into public notice or to 
head off the McDonald movement which Mr. 
Watterson seems to be engineering. Of 
‘the old ticket,” it would be hard to tell 
whether Tilden or Hendricks be the more 
hopelesly moribund. Tilden is as complete 
a physical wreck today as he was a political 
wreck in 1880, when the old ticket ” might 
have given the Democrats an issue if Tilden 
had been in a condition. to appeal to the 
popular confidence. Hendricks in the 
meantime has run to seed; his selfish- 
ness in the Cincinnati Convention, which 
prevented indiana from secure the 
Presidential candidate in the person of 
McDonald, and his chronic trimming on 
every subject of political importance which 
has come up during the last ten years have 
reduced him to sheer nonentity in National 
politics.

ENGLISH LAND-LAW Wok. 

Contrary to expectation the Whigs of Mr. 
Gladstone's Cabinet have beer persuaded to 
accept those changes n Dedson's English 
Tenants’ Compensation bill proposed by 
Messrs, Howard and Barclay, the represent- 
atives, respectively, of the English and 
Scotch farmers. ‘Jhese amendments work a 
complete and radt®al change in the measure, 
and introduce irto it the principles of fixity 
of tenure and practically of fair rents. 

One amendment secures to the oceupying 
tenant full -ompensation fer all improve- 
ments suitedle to the farm made by him dur- 
ing occupmcy, with or without the consent 
of the lasdlord, when he is obliged to leave 
through the landlord's raising the rent, or 
when he desires to leave because he finds 
other pursuits or occupations more profit- 
able This amendment gives to the occupy- 
@s tenant security not only against capri-

cious eviction, but also against capricious 
rent-raising. 

Another amendment abolishes altogether 
the English law of distress by which the 
landiord had a first lien on the property 
of the farmer for all rent due. The orig- 
inal bill proposed to limit the abolition to 
cases where one year’s rent or legs was due. 
The amendment is a most valuable concession 
to the English farmer, who most generally 
employs more than his own money in work- 
ing a farm. It increases as it were his avail- 
able assets, and enables him to make much 
better terms with the banker or whoever 
loans him money. There is no clause in the 

ure providing for the reduction of rack- 
rents, but as few English landlords resort to 
the “‘ squeezing’ process so much in vogue 
before the Gladstone Land act among their 
Irish brothers, there is hardly any occasion 
for such a provision just now. 

‘The bill as it now stands makes an im- 
portant innovation and destroys the landlord 
notion of the rights of property. It gives 
the tenant an equity in his holding and de- 
stroys the superstition of absolute ownership 
in landed property which has existed in En- 
gland since the Norman invasion. It is now 
expected that the measure will pass into law 
without much trouble, It has already passed 
the second reading, and is now in the com- 
mittee stage. The Whig landlords will hard- 
ly dare to oppose it or try to amend it out of 
usefulness. That would give the Radicals 
an opportunity to force a dissolution and to 
“go to the country” with “the ery” of 
land reform. A more sweeping measure 
would be introduced the first thing in a new 
Parliament. The Irish Nationalist members 
cannot oppose the measure without laying 
themselves open to the charge of utter in- 
consistency and without losing the friend- 
ship of their allies, the Radicals. On the

A SERIOUS SITUATION. 

New Yorx, June 6&—([Spevial.}—The Her- 
ald’s Washington special says: In an in- 
terview this morning with Chi Yeang, Sec- 
retary of the Chinese Legation at Washina- 
ton, he stated that no important dispatches 
had been received here in reference 
to the pending rupture, but there was no 
doubt if France should refuse to reeegnize 
the sovereign protectoate of China over its 
dependency of Annam, hostilities 
would be inevitable—that while the cause 
of the quarrel was strictly between 
the Ahnamise and the French, China could 
not afford to permit any interference of 
France, even if countenanced by the King of 
Annam, the vassal of China, and would in- 
terpose. at all hazards. For this 
purpose the Viceroy Li had already been 
ordered to take command of the Chinese 
troops and the Chinese fleet ordered 
to Tonquin. Chi Yeang 6x- 
pressed great interest in the impending 
war, and said it was natural that the national 
pride of Chinamen should be aroused when 
theréatened by a European power,-from the 


-fact that fereign nations had been 


accustomed to believe ip the 
impoteney of Chinese as a warlike people; 
that China was anxious to demonstrate the 
great improvements it had made in the 
medern arts and sciences and its great 
progress in the art of warfare. It 
was perhaps owing to this feeling that there 
is now such a strong war party in China. It 
must be remembered, he said, that China Is a 
different nation from what it was fifty years 
ago. They have now all the modern improve- 
ments in rifles, muskets, light and heavy ar- 
tillery, mortars, shells, etc, besides 
well-drilled troops. The Chinese 
navy now consists of between fifty 
and sixty effective ships, and a number of 
ironclads and steel-plated vessels have 
lately been ordered from England and 
Germany, so that France will not 
find China helpless on land, or 
sea. It would be easy for China to conden- 
trate from 100,000 to 150,000 men alone from 
the southern provinces, and if necessary 
500,000 troops can be in a short time 
marched to the field. It is expected that 
Chinese ships of war would prevent a land- 
ing of French troops at Tonquin, but 
should hard fighting commence on land the 
scientific engineers oof China and 
their fortifi¢ations would sorely test the 
French troops. Another element in favor of 
the Chinese is that Tonquin, being much 
farther south than Algiers, the French could 
not stand the climate so well as the Chinamen. 
Altogether the preponderance, he said, 
was in favor of maintaining the dignity of 
the Chinese Government, and hostilities 
would not be regarded disfavorable, 
. 

QUEEN VICTORIA. 
DENIAL OF A SENSATIONAL DISPATCH. — 
Lox bog, June 6.—It has been officially as- 

certained this afternoon that there is no 
foundation for any alarm in the rumors that 
may have been recently put in circulation in 
regard to the state of the health of the Queen. 
Her Majesty is stated to be progressing slow- 
ly toward the complete recovery of her 
heaith. She is pronounced decidedly better 
since she has been at Balmoral. The Court 
Circular, issued this afternoon, states that 
she drove qut twice Monday in company 
with the Princess Beatrice.

1 took aim at his head and 
did not look at him after I fired, but turned 
immediately and left the room, locking the 
door after me as quietly as pussible. I came 
on to Charlotte and delivered myself to the 
officers. This is all I want to say about it. 
The kill was justifiable, lonly did 
what I ought to have done. My father is an 
old man and my mother is an old lady, and 
this thing will almost kill them, but I could 
not help is,”

They attained the pinuacie of 
notoriety upon which they now repase for pub- 
lic inspection in a more peaceful manner, It 
was sitting in judgment upon a fellow 
officer, Capt. H. C. Purinton, that the noble six, 
who op more than one occasion did valiant serv- 
ice in the ball-room and at promenade concerts, 
and who won the admiration of the gentle sex 
by reason of their mild manners and pleasing 
address, made a record for themselves that will 
become a portion of the militia history of Cook 
County. It has been binted that the gentiemen 
had designs upon the militia fund, and that they 
sought to pocket a large slice of it. 

PLAYING REGULARS. 

At first ciance it would seem that the allega- 
tion is well founded; yet the fact that the gen- 
tiemen assert they only sought for the time being 
to put themselves on a level with regular army 
officers must be permitted to weight in their ta- 
vor. It is true that they sent in a bill to Adju- 
tant-General Elliott, to be by him submitted to 
the Governer, for $2,200 for less than forty 
hours’ time devoted to bearing the evidence for 
and against Capt. Purinton, It might appear as 
though they were endeavoring to make a raise 
at the expense of the militia and the taxpayers 
of the State. The gentlemen, now that their 
little bili has been made public through the 
columns of Tae Tano and severely com- 
mented on in varioys quartérs, are somewhat 
downcast and dispirited. One of the most dis 
beartening circumstances that they have thus 
far encountered is the refusal of Gov. Hamilton 
to hilow their bill, and his threat, if they insist 
upon its payment, that he will at once request 
them to tender their resignations. He said that 
a court-martial was not actual service, and that 
the trial of Capt. Purinteon, instead of having 
been drawn out a full mouth, should have been 
concluded in two days. 

THE GOVERNOR’S OPINION. 

The Governor is very severe in bis strictures 

upon the six gentlemen who Gomposed the 


court-martial. Among other things which he 
said was: It was evident to me that the court- 
martial was intentionally and foolishly prolougec 
beyond all sense and all reason.“ They claimed 
for thirty days’ time, when the record sho 
that they were only in actual session after § 
o'clock in the even at the rates fixed b 
for reguiar army of same 0 
all the perquisits.”

“No, sir; [ think they labored under a mies 
prehension when making up their bilis. 
The military © of Illinois provides 
that for each day’s duty when under orders from 
the Commander-in-Chief, or as a witness or a 
defendant under summons from the President 
or Judge Advocate of a court-martial, officers 
and men stall be paid the same as for camp 
duty, which is $1 per day for each altke. besides 
subsistence, which amounts to about 4 cents 
per day. Only one-fourth of the Mia tund 
can be used to defray the e nees of 
court-martials, to purchase proper clothing, 
equipments, medical supplies, etc., while on 
duty. The other three-fourths is to be aunually 
divided, distributed, and paid by the Governor 
and Adjutant-General to the several regiments, 
battalions, companies, and hatteries in propor- 
non to the number of officers and 
men regularly reporting for duty in 
each of them respectively for the payment 
ot armory rent, fuel, lights, insurance, janitor, 
and like necessary expenses, and for the sub-

THE UNDERGROUND CONDUIT.

DEDUCTIONS IN HOG SHIPMENTS. 

A TRIBUNE reporter called on P. D. Armour 
yesterday and showed him a telegram to the ef- 
fect that a bill had been passed at Springfield to 
“prevent impositions being practiced upon 
shippers of hogs.” Tue bill makes it unlawful 
for the purchaser or bis agent at any stock-yard 
to exact any deduction from the price or weight 
of any bogs on the pretense that they are piggy 
sows, boars, or stags after they have been bar- 
gained for and weighed. 

“The bill.“ said Mr. Armour, das only passed 
the House, and if it goes through the Senate it 
will be more injurious to the — aye of bogs 
than to the packers. What is really wanted, and 
what we would like to see passed, isa bill mak- 
ing ita criminal offense for shippers to send 
pigeay sows to the market. We deduct torty 
pounds from such sows, buteven after making 
— a deduction we do not want to receive 

m. 

Mr. Armour explained that a biil probibiting 
deductions from being made woulc lead toa 
series of complications. No law could compel 
the packers to receive piggy sows, and a system 
of discrimination would be rendered necessary.
